FLAMES BREAK FROM KILAUEA. 

Hawaiian Volcano Become Active After 
a Period of Ten Years. 

Honolulu.—Kilauea has broken out. 
The volcano, which has been quies¬ 
cent for nearly ten years, became ac¬ 
tive again on the morning of June 3d, 
and has continued its activity ever 
since. 

The two explosions of Sunday, 
June 1st, when the crater of Kilauea 
sent up immense columns of sulphur¬ 
ous smoke, accompanied by showers 
of red ashes, were followed by an in¬ 
crease in the amount of smoke rising 
from the crater, but without other 
signs of activity until Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, June 3d, at 10 o’clock, when an 
immense column of flame broke forth 
from the crater, rising to an immense 
height and continuing to flame up 
steadily from that time. 

Farmer Shoots Off Poisoned Hand. 

Dayton, Wash.—As James McKon- 
zie, a farmer in the Tukanon country, 
lay down on his stomach to drink 
from a spring, a concealed rattlesnake 
bit him severely on the hand. There 
are no doctors in the Tukanon coun¬ 
try, which lies in Eastern Columbia 
county and is a wild broken district, 
and McKenzie, with his hand swell¬ 
ing rapidly, saw death staring him 
in the face. His knife was dull, 
there were no caustics near, and he 
had no whiskey. McKenzie adopted 
heroic tactics. Pulling his big gun, 
the farmer placed the muzzle close to 
the wounded spot and literally shot 
the infected part away. It made a 
ghastly wound, but the poisoned 
blood gushed out and the plucky 
ranchman was saved. It was forty- 
eight hours before he reached here to 
have the baud dressed. 


Bloomington, III.—Sweeping over a 
stretch of country 100 miles iu width 
and devastating territory fully 200 
miles long, extending, from Livings¬ 
ton county on the north and McCoup- 
in county on the south, and leaving J 
its mark clear across the face of Cen¬ 
tral Illinois, a tornado iuflicted prop¬ 
erty loss which will aggregate $1,000,- 
000 and cost u dozen lives. The brunt 
of the storm fell upon McLean and 
adjoining eouuties. The wind reach¬ 
ed a velocity of 100 miles au hour, 
and the visitation was the worst ever 
recorded iu the history of Central 
Illinois. Not a village or city of Mc¬ 
Lean county escaped, and from every 
district comes the same report of de¬ 
stroyed buildings, injury to growing 
crops and razed fruit and shade trees. 

Three lives wore lost in McLean 
county, at Mernn. The aggregate 
property loss in the country, uot in¬ 
cluding thousands upon thousands of 
shade and fruit trees that were level¬ 
ed, will be between $300,000 and 
$400,000 by rough estimates. Claims 
for tornado insurance among local 
agents have reached $50,000, and it is 
believed that this sum will he 
doubled. This amount only repre¬ 
sents the loss in the farming dis¬ 
tricts. The heaviest loss iu propor¬ 
tion to population fell on Mernu, a 
village ten miles east of Bloomington, 
where tho Town Hull, used by a danc¬ 
ing party of 250, was destroyed, three 
of tho women duucers being iustautly 
killed by falling timbers. 

When the storm struck tho building 
its swaying alarmed the party of mer¬ 
rymakers. AlL«joined iu a rush for 
the exits, and a fierce struggle en¬ 
sued. The three women were left be¬ 
hind and were instantly killed by 
falling timbers. 

Peoria, Ill.—The double storm that 
struck Peoria was the worst that Cen¬ 
tral Illinois has experienced since 
1843. Rain fell in torrents and the 
damage caused by the high winds is 
iuestiiuable at this time. Probably 
' the worst damage in proportion to tho 
; size of the town was at Kingston 
mines, a small mining town twenty 
miles below Peoria. There three per¬ 
sons were killed outright and ten 
were injured, three fatally. 

The Peoria and Peking roundhouse 
was blown down. Thirteen locomo¬ 
tives owned by the Illinois Central, 
two owned by the Iowa Central, four 
owned by the Toledo, Peoria and 
Western and five owned by the Big 
1 Four were wrecked. 

Gravedigger Saved by Small Boys. 

Nevada City.—That Ben Johnston, 
an old gravedigger, was not cremated 
last week was due to tho heroic 
efforts of two lads. Johnston resided 
in a cabiu uear Pine Grove Cemetery. 
After eating dinner the gravedigger 
lay down and fell into a sound sleep. 
Iu the meantime tho cabin caught firo 
i from th* stovepipe, the flames shoot - 
1 ing from all sides when discovered. 
L. Garwood and John Lopez, two 
small boys, saw the blaze and know¬ 
ing that Johnston was in the cabin 
| rushed in, risking their owu lives. 
AJohnston was so souud asleep they 
could not awaken him and the boys 
carried the man bodily from the cab¬ 
in, which a few minutes afterward 
caved in aud became a mass of em¬ 
bers. Besides consuming the cabin 
the Are destroyed a large section of 
the fence of the cemetery, besides 
spreading thorugh the dry grass and 
disfiguring many tombs. 

Three Ships Wrecked. 

East London, Cape Colony.—The 
Norwegian bark Atbara, tho Swedish 
bark Aurora and the German bark 
Eliz Elinick have been wrecked dur¬ 
ing a heavy southeast gale. All of 
the crew of the Atbara were drowned 
except the captain, who was ashore.

Ancient Illinois Hostelry. 

Situated four and a half miles west 
of Danvers, on the old Gootlenougli 
farm, is ail old inn, or tavern, that fifty 
years ago xvas the stopping place for 
travelers between Bloomington ami 
Peoria in tlie days xvhen the stage 
coaeli was tlie only mentis of public 
travel. It xvas known as the “Hall- 
Way House,” and is about a mile and :t 
half west of Woodruff, toward Lilly. 
It is a large, old-fashioned house, in 
quite good repair, and is no xv owned 
and occupied by Mr. Christ Oescli, for¬ 
merly of Roberts, Ford County. Horses 
were changed here, and travelers were 
given food. Meals xvere served for 12VJ 
cents, which xvas also tlie price of 11 
night's lodging. 

All travel between Peoria and Bloom¬ 
ington was by stage, unless one had n 
private vehicle of one's oxvu and cared 
to make so long n journey, which xvas 
not a light tiling in those days, nor xvas 
it undertaken without due preparation 
and much consideration.

York on his way to visit a friend lu 
Washington.

The two went back to talk the mat¬ 
ter over. To both of them the strange 
meeting seemed significant, and Mr. 
Waters agreed to go to New Orleans 
experimentally. He went to a lifelong 
pastorate. 

In the summer of 1878 he was in 
Canada on leave of absence. When ho 
bade his people farewell, neither he 
nor they foresaw the terrible foe that 
was close upon them. He had been 
north but a short time when the news 
came in two words—yellow fever. To 
Mr. Waters there seemed but one thing 
to do. He was young, aud engaged to 
bo married. Of his own people, nine- 
tenths had eitlirr left town or were im¬ 
mune. Moreover, as was urged upon 
him, he was not yet acclimated. So far 
from being able to help, then, there 
was scarcely one clianee In a hundred 
that lie could live a week after lie 
reached New Orleans. But no consid¬ 
eration could delay hint for a moment. 
The need was terrible aud he muse go. 

So he went back, and day after day 
through those months of horror he la¬ 
bored among the dying and the dead; 
and when at last it was all over he re¬ 
sumed Ids work as quietly as If ho had | 
done nothing beyond his usual routine. ' 
It was then that New Orleans recog- j 
nlzod a hero. 

The years that followed were as the 
years of such a man must be. The 
poor and sorrowful everywhere knew 
him ns their friend. No matter what 
the hour of day or night, he never re¬ 
fused their call. Other churches knew 
him as a man whose heart was larger 
than any creed. When In 181)3 St. 
Paul’s burned down, the use of Sinai 
Temple was instantly offered by Its 
rabbi, nnd at the reception given to Dr. 
Waters to eelebrnte Ills twenty-five 
years’ pastorate there were no more 
beautiful Mowers than those sent by 
his Hebrew friends. 

It Is the record of a brave, humble, 
earnest Christian life, tliat Is all. But 
It is just such lives whose “simple 
grace of living” reclaims the world. 

How Thomas Brown Conquered. 
When Thomas Brown was asked how 
he overcame his scepticism ho replied: 
“I conquered my sturdy doubts and 
my boisterous objections In no martial 
posture, but upon my knees.” It was 
a rule of bis life to spend two hours 
a day in praying. “More things are 
wrought by prayer than by work or 
wnrfnre.” And the power to “endure” 
Is one of the things. This mpst be our 
resource if we would learn the secret 
of endurance. 

Mr. Moody once said; “If you are 
ever tempted by passion and vanity 
to form connections that will be snares, 
and nets, and labyrinths of blind ditch¬ 
es, to keep you down through life, 
stumbling and groveling, hating your¬ 
self and hating the chain to which you 
cling—in that hour pray—pray as If the 
devil had you by the throat—pray to 
Almighty God to help you out of that 
cursed slough!

been previocs'y open to receive them. 

’’This,” rein irked a scientist, “is but 
otic case amoi g a thousand of the ways 
in which we uselessly expend our vital 
power. The el<v;rlral waste of a per 
son is entirely due to his surroundings 

the seat upon which you sit, the ta- 
b'.e upon which you write, the floor, the 
• t iling, the fireplace, the rays nnd col¬ 
ors of light which surround you, till 
may be instrumental in absorbing your 
electricity, to the great detriment of 
your health. Red or yellow lightwaves 
excite electricity within you, blue and 
violet waves exhaust it, while green 
waves are practically neutral in their 
effect. 

"The air you breathe places you In 
direct communication with the wnlls, 
windows or lieurth of your room; if, 
owing to the manner in which they are 
constructed, they place you in electrical 
communication with the soil on which 
your house is built, an ‘earth return’ Is 
formed, and I he electricity In man's 
condenser—the brain—is drawn out of 
the body. When one stands in the 
vicinity of a place of electrical exhaus¬ 
tion one ought to face It, as the base 
of the skull atul spine, being the center 
of the nervous system, are more sen¬ 
sitive to outside influences than is the 
more covered front of the body. This 
Is wliy one I’eeis so tired when sitting 
with one’s back to a fire; the flames 
serve as conductors and extract the 
force from tin* exposed nervous cen¬ 
ters.”—-Pearson's Magazine.
